Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Species III in Paper No. 10 is acknowledged. 
However, the applicants incorrectly identified corresponding claims drawn to Species III. As 
noted in the response to restriction requirement, Fig. 7 and the corresponding description on Page 
7 of the application do not require exposing at least a portion of the internal ground layer along at 
least a portion of the chip carrier edge. Therefore, claims 18-34 are withdrawn from further 
consideration. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Specification 

2. Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure.

6. Claims 13-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Banerjee et al 
(US 5,557,502). 

Banerjee discloses 18 and 26 are internal ground layer, 28 an electrically conductive layer 
on 18, 26 and an edge of the carrier, 48 cavity, Fig. 1 shows many steps, bonding pads, 56 
circuitry.
